Food Administration 
has asked ©very American to observe 
until Junuitry 1, IMP, In order to make 
sure there shall bo enough for nur 
Army and Navy, for the Allied aruilea 
and for the civilians of those nations. 

Hy New Yeor’a the world sugar sit¬ 
uation will bo relieved somewhat hy 
tho new crop. Cuhait sugar of this 
year's crop wilt ha arriving tn this 
country. 

Every avallnble sugar source will be 
drawn on hy tho Food Administration 
during the next winter months to mein- 
tntn sufficient stocks here to keep up 
««j** k*h/*«i»i •hot r simply During Oc¬ 
tober the first American beet sugar 
will arrive tn the markets. By the 
middle of Noveuihor aorae of our Lou¬ 
isiana cane crop will be available. All 
of this sugar and more iua> he needed 
to keep thla ndflnn mipplted os a Me 
dined ration sttd to safeguard the Al* 
lied sugar rut Ion from still further 


reduction. In Europe the present ra¬ 
tion Is slrcady reduced to a minimum. 

Our Situation. 

The situation which tho Vnlted 
8tates face* in Its efforts to maintain 
a fair distribution of sugar to the Al¬ 
lied world la as follows : 

Sugar supplies throughout tho coun¬ 
try, In homoo, stores, factories and 
bakeries aro at a tow ebb. We must 
make Increased augar shipments to the 
Allies. 

Production of American boot and 
Louisiana cane crops have been disap¬ 
pointing. 

Porto Rico eropo have been cur- 
tailed. 

Immense sugar stocks In Java can¬ 
not be reached on account of the ship¬ 
ping ehortage; shlpe ere needed for 
troop movements and munitions. 

Army and Navy sugar requlromsnts 
have increased ee well ae those from 
the Allies. 

Most Industries using sugar havo bad 
their allotment rod need by one-halt, 
sotnc will receive no sugar.
